graphs from the exhibition are Red Cloud, frontis- 
Piece, one of the most famous Indians of his time, 
in an 1880 photograph by Charles M. Bell; Man- 
uelito, the famous Navajo war chief, opposite top 
left, in an 1874 photograph by William Henry Jack- 
son, whose photographs of Yellowstone are said 
to have convinced Congress to make the area the 


first National Park; Spotted Tail and his wife, 
opposite bottom left, photographed by Alexander 
Gardner in 1872; principal chief of the Pawnees, 
Pitalesharo, photographed in 1858 by A. Zeno 
Shindler; a delegation of Jicarilla Apaches in 
the Corcoran Gallery, top, and a Crow 
delegation both with translators in 1880.
